NOXIOUS WEEDS =; 


- Due to increasing public Interest in the problem of noxious weeds in 
the Town, and due to public demands forthe control of noxtous weeds 
the provisions of the Provincial Noxious Weeds Act, and the Town 
Weeds By-Law 19/63 will be administered and enforced during 1968, 


2, The Noxtous Weeds Act stated that the owner, occupant, tenant 
lessee or agent of any land, shall be responsible for the destruction 
of all Noxious Weeds growing thereon, 


- A Weed Inspector will be inspecting lands, and where Noxious Weeds 
are found, will serve legal notice to the responsible person, 


4, Where persons fail to comply with the provisions of the Weed Notice, 
the Town may enter the land and effect control work, Such persons 
will be charged for control work, 


5, Non-compliance may lead upon summary conviction to either a fine 
of not more than $100,00 or thirty days {mprisonment, 


The Parks and Recreation Department wil! be effecting an extensive 
weed control program on Town owned property, to the full extent 
of the budget for this program, 


- All complaints received will be dealt with in a systematic manner, 
as the inspector works through the various district areas, 


We sincerely trust that, with the co-operation of all citizens, it will 
be necessary to serve only a minimum of weed notices this year,

New Indian Project 


“There !s no question’’ 
says Larry Gareau, Region- 
al Resource Coordinator, 
Census Division 12 ‘‘that 
the barriers on Indian Re- 
serves are crumbling,"’ 

Practically all admin- 
istration and services inthe 
past have been tn the hands 
of outsiders, Consequently 
the Indian on the Reserve 
has been af the end of a 
long chaln of command over 
which he has had nocontrol, 
In practice, any of the pro- 
grams that have been Into- 
duced by outside agencies 
have been used only by the 
more industrious indians, 
and have little application 
to those who were not mut- 
ivated, 

With the introduction of 
an ARDA project to break, 
clear and crop 15,000 acres 
of land by 1975, the Indians 
decided they needed an agri- 
cultural course on the Re- 
serve, A course evolved 
which has enabled the people 
of Saddle Lake Reserve to 
know and understand modern 
farming methods, 

The course was presented 
in the basement of the Sac- 
red Heart Roman Catholic

Early May to June Ist ts 
the best tree planting per- 
fod when the soll ts molst 
and drying out of trees after 
planting less excessive, 

Sturgeon Municipal Dis- 
trict has completed distri- 
bution of trees ordered by 
farmers to the number of 
some 60,000 trees to be 
planted on 150 farms, Towns 
within the area have also 
recelved free trees for 
parks and ornamental plant- 
ing. 

The matin polats planting 
with suecess are to have 
summer fallow or be pre 
pared to water trees weekly 
for 4 to 10 weeks after plant- 
Ing on less well prepared 
land, Small trees and hedge 
matertal such as seedling 
or Spruce, caragana, maples 
ash and elm can be planted 
at the back of a shovel, 
This will (ngure the seeding 
roots being well burted 6 to 
8 inches deep and wall pack- 
ed by preasing the soll down 
firmly with the foot as the 
row ia planted, Cuttings with 
one year growth such as 
poplars and willows can also 
be planted af the back of a 
shovel making sure that the 
cutting part ls well dowa Into 
the sotl, Cuttings of these 
trees are recommended

Problems With Pounds

It's time to get out our summer clothes again, Were 
you planning to wear one of your summer dresses, 
but discovered it fits a little tighter than {ft did when 
you pat [t away last fall? 

Years ago, being overweight was considered a sign 
of success and prosperity, Plumpness was thought to 
enhance a woman's charm, Not so today, 

The overweight person ts not necessartly well nour- 
ished, Excess ‘“‘cargo’’ puts undue strain on our bodies, 
and statistics prove that grossly overweight people are 
more susceptible to certain diseases, less resistant to 
{afection, and have more accidents than siim people, 

Then there {ts the mirror to face, and last year's 
dresses to squeeze into, 


Controlling your diet sensibly is the first step! 

1, Know your best weight, The weight depends ca the 
{ndividual’s bone structure, muscular development and 
height, 

2, Analyse your eating habits, Write down everything 
you eat for a week, Then check thecalortes of the foods, 
Do you eat more when you're bored, depressed or upset? 
Do you albtle between meals, crave sweets, eat mid- 
night snacks? 

3, Educate your appetite - Learn what foods are low 
in calories and high {n nutritive value, We need proteins 
from milk, cheese, meat, fish, poultry, vitamins and 
minerals from cereals, vegetables and fruits, calcium 
from milk and other dairy products, 

High calorie foods are fats of all kinds (fat meat, 
butter, margerine, cream, ofls) and sugary, starchy 
foods (candy, pastry, sweetened beverages), 

Don’t believe the advertisements about food belng low 
{n calories and high tn food energy because calories 
are food energy. 

4 Eat a variety of foods, Learn to like more foods, 
and {t will be easter to substitute low calorie ones, 
‘Diet’? doesn’t mean lettuce, skim milk, and starva- 
tlon, Eating smaller portions and avolding fried foods, 
and rich sauces can make a big difference! 

5, Set a goal, Tackle it slowly! You may decide to 
lose half the weight over two or three months and the 
remainder gradually over a longer period, Remember, 
you didn’t gain the weight {n a week or moath, so don’t 
expect to lose {t that fast!
